After Katya found work at a real estate company 
in Manila, the rest of the family moved too, espe- 
cially since Tin and their brothers were all accepted 
at the Ateneo de Manila University. Their interest in 
anime was renewed when they borrowed, from 
friends, tapes of series like El Hazard and 
Bubblegum Crisis. Then Katya started collecting 
manga again, beginning with Rurouni Kenshin and 
Fushigi Yugi. 

“Then I wanted more titles (by Yu Watase) like 
Ayashi no Ceres, but only Fushigi Yugi was avail- 
able here,” says Katya, “so I had my brother buy some 
abroad.” 

Eventually, Katya and Tin noticed that each time 
Kherwin left the country, they would ask him for 
manga instead of the usual pasalubong. It was then 
that they decided to put up their own comic book 
store. 

Over the years, the Cheng Chua siblings had of- 
ten talked about having their own store but it was 
not until about two years ago that they started to 
get serious. Katya and Tin were to handle all the 
manga while the brothers took charge of the west- 
ern comic book titles. 

“When we conceptualized the idea for the store, 
it was a new thing (for our family),” says Katya. 
“Comic books — it’s not food, it’s not clothes, so it 
was a very new thing. However, we believed in it and 
we knew that we could make it work.” 





None of the siblings, though, had ever undergone 
any formal business training — Katya was a 
MassComm graduate while Tin and Karl both had 
degrees in interdisciplinary studies; Kherwin and 
Khervin (affectionately called Nowd and Toad) took 
up computer science and environmental studies re- 
spectively. Undaunted, they bought business books, 
did market studies and surveys and basically taught 
themselves everything they needed to know. 

The Cheng Chuas were very thorough about ev- 
erything. Knowing exactly how many tiles they were 
going to use for the floor, they designed the layout 
of their store using a grid-like map. Then they had 
their shelves custom-made. 

“We're short and semi-claustrophobic,” Katya 
says, grinning, “so the shelves are low enough for us 
to reach and just wide enough for you to be able to 
move around with a bag and not hit anything.” 

Delayed shipments and minor problems with the 
processing of permits gave the family a few nail-bit- 
ing episodes prior to the store’s opening in Febru- 
ary of this year, but things have gone much smoother 
since. 

Katya and Tin say that they learn something new 
just by talking to customers each day. “You’re sur- 
prised that there’s so much there that you still don’t 
know,” says Tin. From an initial offering of about 90 
mostly shoujo titles, CCHQ now carries 120, and 
many of the additional titles were recommended by 
customers. 

“At first we began with the titles we were most 
familiar with,” says Tin, “but now we’re now getting 
more shonen titles like Valkyrie Pro

At the same time, Katya adds, “We try to stock 
as many versions of the manga as we can. Like Card 
Captor Sakura, we have the original Japanese ver- 
sion, the bilingual version — which is in English and 
Japanese — and the English version. Fans can then 
choose which version they want.” 

Katya says they are also in the process of increas- 
ing the titles on their English-translated manga 
shelves. “Our criteria for that is very strict,” she says, 
“some of the early translations were not that good 
because they changed the names of the characters 
and some of them were censored. We did not bring 
those series in.” 

Although they haven’t read every title in the store, 
the Cheng Chuas have definitely done some heavy re- 
search as to what titles should be on their shelves. This 
same meticulous attention to detail also goes into how 
they select the art books they sell. “We make it a point 
to choose the best art books of a particular series,” 
says Katya, “we look for the number of colored pic- 
tures, original art and sketches apart from what was 
seen in the series and other important information.” 

As an added treat for fans, Tin and Katya thought 
of stocking UFO Catcher dolls at CCHQ too. These 
are the dolls that you can get in the claw machines 
in Japan featuring characters from popular anime 
series like Sailormoon, Neon Genesis Evangelion 
and Fruits Basket. 

For those who want to start their own anime- 
related business, Tin offers this bit of advice: “No 
matter how much of a fan you are, you can’t escape 
the business aspect. Like in our case, we had to read
